The white station at Stanley Fa'ls was 
founded by Stanley in 1883, and for over six 
months a little tchman named Binney 
lived there all alone with his black assistants | 
He made a flourishing station, got along well 
with the Arabs, who had already reached 
the falls, and Stanley complimented him 
highly. No trouble occurred with the | 
Arabs until 1886, when Deane with one

white assistant and a force of Zanzbaris 

uarrelled with the Arabs, and after being 
Lomasa in his buildings he was driven | 
away, his stores captured, and the buildings 
burned. White supremacy at Stanly F 
was not restored until Stanley went up the 
river on his way to Emin Pasha, taking with 
him Tippu Tib, who restored peace 
the whlies and his followers at Staniey Falls, , 
and became the Congo State Governor of that 
district. Since then, through the inflaence of |

NAVAL ASD MILITARY PROCEFS«., 


Matters of Umterest te Thear tn These 
Branches of the Servier. 


The bestowal of the historic name Retri- 
bation upon the protected cruiser 
launched m England has revived the story 
connected with the old frigate of that name. 
The old vessel was a steam frigate which 
served in the Crimean war and passed out 
of the British Navy in 1864. Since that time 
the name has been allowed to lapse until 


now. The old frigate was originally named | '™ 


Hermione, but in 1797 her mutinous crew 
murdered all her officers except three and 
handed the ship over to the Spaniards. She 
was lost to the British Navy for several 
months, when she was discovered by Capt. 
Hamilton of the Surprise laying at anchor 
in a comparatively impregnable position in 
the harbor of Puerto Cabello, under the walls 
of two fortresses mounting 200 guns. He 
determined upon a most daring exploit, and 
as soon as darkness fell Capt. Fetes and 
his crew felt their way along in boats with 
muffled oars, determined to seize her and 
carry her off. When just beginning to board 
her over the bows they were discovered by 
the ship's launch, which was armed with a

An important paper on London fog was 
read at the hygienic congress by Dr. Kussell 
who has made it the subject of special study, 
He aays, first of all, that the number of fogs 
is constantly increasing in the metropolis.

from 1875 to 1880, 119 ; from 1880 to 1885, 
131 ; and grom 1885 to 1890, 156. This is 
the direct result of the increased consump- 
tion of coal. which amounted to 6,400,000 
tons in 1890, as against 4,400,000 in 1885, 
Dr. Russell claims to haye proved that in- 
creased smoke makes fogs more frequent as 
wellas thicker, by adding to impurities in 
the air. Fogs, he adds, are especially likely

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TRUE STRANGE SEA STORIES. 


Ships Toweed on Paraly Seas in Flac Wea- 
ther—A Queer Carrent—sea Perils 


The one writer of sea stories who of all 
others has « regular constituency, so to 
speak, among the seafaring people ; the one 
whose stories, no matter how strange or an- 
usual they may be, are always read with 
attention and respect; the one, moreover, 
that is the most prelific of all sea writers, is 
the hydrographic officer at W ashington. 
There are two things to be said of his stor. 
ies which commend them to seafaring men ; 
they are true and they are short. ides 
that, some of them are exceedingly strange. 
If George W. Cable or some other writer 
would collect the ‘Strange True Stories of 
the Sea,” he would find the task fascinating 
to himself and the result interesting to the 
reader, 

The last publication of the Hydrographic 
Office—the periodical for September—is a 
fair sample of the story-telling ability of the 
hydrographer, and contains three strange 
stories, besides a host of tales of such 
thrilling experiences in storms as would 
make +s hendoeans hair stand on end were 
they related in graphic detail. 

On the 23rd ot August the British steam 
ship Robert Harrowing, Capt. Hughson, was 
about 750 miles east of the capes of the 
Delaware. It is a quiet part of the sea, not 
at all specially subject to storins or unusual 
happenings such as one might look for in 
the Caribbean Sea, but at 10,30 o'clock that 
a although the wind was light, the 
sea suddenly became so much agitated that 
the waves poured over the ship's sides, fill- 
ing her well deck completely full. Then the 
sea subsided again, and by 1 P. M. it wasa 
dead flat under a calm. 

The British ship Ben Cruachan, Capt. 
sg hada similar experience on the 
25th of April last. She was then in the 
Indian Ocean, about half way between Cey- 
lon and Sumatra, when at 5:41 o’clock in the 
afternoon, without any previous warning, 
the ship began to tremble as if in a collision 
with some hidden wreck, and so continued 
for seventy-five seconds. A heavy swell 
from the southeast arose, while there was 
an unusual convulsion of the water in ad- 
dition to the swell. According to the hy- 
drographer both of these experiences were 
due to earthquakes. 

Another strange story that is quite as re- 
markable as, though less striking than, the 
otkers was that related of the German 
steamship Scandia, Capt. Kopff, which at 8 
o'clock on the morning of Juiy 19, in Jati- 
tude 44° 05’ north, and. 48° 33" west, en- 
countered a strong current, about a third of 
a mile wide, a sea river, running from north 
to south with such velocity that while cross-. 
ing it the steamer’s helm had to be put over 
15 degrees to counteract its influence. The 
water was two degrees colder in the current 
than on either side.of it. Its banks were 
very well marked in the water. This is a 
part of the sea ver 
such 


flowing from north to south beneath the 
Gulf Bircas, which may now and then 
break through to the surface, as sub-currente 
in rivers are known to do. 

Among the tales of perils by storms was 
that of the British steamship Tynedale, 
Capt. Love. She was in the Gulf of Lyons 
when a gale came on very suddenly, with a 
sea that rose more rapidly than the wind. | 
The waves were so high and steep that the 
ship bad no chance to rise—they buried her 
almost out of sight at every blow they struck 
her. In this emergency the cargo shifted 
and the steering gear carried away. She 
drifted helplessly for two days, wheh the 
wing and the sea went down as rapidly as 
they had come up. 

Then there was the British bark Emma 
Payzant, Capt. Dexter. Ina gale off the 
American coast the vessel was thrown on 
her beam ends, and there rolled in the hurri- 
cane for two days wholly unmanageable. 

The case of each ship was as near hopeless 
as one could well imagine. Lighter gales 
and less trying circumstances have often sent 
as good ships as these to the bottom, and 
for forty-eight hours the crews were on deck 
facing what seemed to be certain death in a 
most terrifying form. But they pulled 
through with no loss of life and comparative-_ 
ly small damage to the ship, because in both 
cases there was an abundant supply of oil on 
board suitable for smoothing the combers. 
The waves that were burying the Tynedale 
ceased to break as soon as the oil began to 
spread while the bark rose and fell, even if 
on her beam ends, without strain as soon as 
the oil was used. It was because of the 
saving effect of the oil that the stories were 
printed by the hydrographer.

is that of the great hurricane at Martinique. |

a very severe hurricane in Martinique on the 
evening of Aug. 18. causing great destruction 
of lifeand property and the loss of num ¢rous 
vessels. the official report is said to state 
that the loss of life was 378 and of property 
$10,000,000, The data thus far received are 
too incomplete to allow of plotting the track 
of the hurricane with any certainty, although 
it appears to have moved about west north- 
westover San Domingo and thence north- 
ward and eastward. It is desired to collect 
as complete information as possible, in order 
to publish a more complete account.

Armies in Motion. 


European nations are getting too im- 
patient for areal fight, and so they went 
throvgh the motions last week, France, 
Germany and Austria putting their mili- 
tary forces through their manceuvres to see 
how their new arms and other appliances 
are likely to work. The small bore rifles 
and smokeless powder are the chief objects 
of interest. It isa question whether there 
will be any real value in the smokeless pow- 
der for use in warfare, except so far as it 
prevents the fouling of guns, and.thus per- 
mits the use of smaller calibres. The pow- 
der smoke now got rid of, serves as a ve 
useful curtain behind which to ch 
position of troops, Besides the small-bare 
rifles, other appliances awaiting the real 
test of war are telephones and bicycles. The 
Austrian army hasa telephone corps and a 
bicycle corps, both of which should be ex- 
tremely useful. The one will enable the 
yeneral in command to talk directly to his 
Sctennanh, the other will despatches 
with more certainty,than courtiers mounted 
on horseback. The bycicle corps, however, 
will Le much more useful in Europe, where 
every battlefield has good roads, than it 
would be in Canada, where even passable 
roads, except in the neighborhood of large 
cities, re few and far betweca.

A Race of Men Who Were Physically and 
Morally Our Sapertors. 

The Giuanches, the inhabitants of the Ca- 
nary islands, are said to be the remnants of 
the ancient race who 10,000 years ago peo- 

led the drowned. continent of Atlantis. 

hey are reported to have been strong and 
handsome, and of extraordinary agility of 
movement, of remarkable courage, and of a 
loyal disposition ; but they showed the cred- 
ee of children and the simple directness 
of shepherds. So tall were they that the 
Spaniards speak of them as giants, and their 
strength and endurance were so great that 
they were conquered by stratagem, but not 
force. They ran as+fast as horses, and 
could leap over a pole held between two men 
five or six feet high ; they could climb the 
highest mountains and jump the deepest 
ravines. : . 

Their endurance as swimmers was 80 
great that they were accustomed to swim 
across the nine-mile strait between the 
Lacerote and Graciosa; having no boats, 
their method of fishing was to strike the 
fish with sticks or catch them in their hands 
while swimming. Their skulls, which are | 
preserved in the museums of the island, and | 
of which I took photographs, show marked | 
cerebral development, the frontal and _pari- 
etal bones being well developed and the 
facial angle good. In the early days of the 
conquest, before rapine and murder had 
done their vile: work, the Guanches are 
spoken of as being musical and fond of 
dancing and singing. 

Though so strong physically, the Guanches 
were nevertheless a very gentle race; they 
rarely made war with one another, and 
when the Europeans fell into their hands 
they did not kill them, but sent them to tend 
sheep in the mountains, So tame were the 
birds 10 this happy land that when the 
Spaniards first landed they came and 
fed out of their hands. To kill an animal 
degraded a man; the butcher was a repriev- 
ed criminal and an outcast, and lived apart, | 
he and his assistant being supported by the 
state. No woman was allowed to approach 
the shambles, and in such horror was killing 
held by these gentle giants that no man 
could be ennobled until he had publicly 
declared that he had not been guilty of 
killing any animal, not even a goat. 

Their standard of morality was high ;

His store is a veritable den of skeletons. 
The weather-beaten sign swinging over the 
door, creaking dismally with every gust of 
wind, bears this simple legend: “ M. de 
Robaire, Parfumerie.” From which it: ia 
evident monsieur would have the world 
believe that he deala almost exclusively in 
those perfumed waters ao dear to the femin- 
ine heart. Every family hasa skeleton in the 
closet, however, and monsieur’s family, 
which consists only of himeell, is no exoept- 
ion to the general rule. He has his akeleton, 
in fact he has scores of them in closets and 
otherwise—the majority otherwise. The 
truth of the matter is, the old Frenchman 
deals In skeletons.

The ‘doctor,” while standing in his 
workshop a few days ago with his sleeves 
rolled up over his skinny arms, thas held 
forth on the subject nearest his heart : 
‘* This skeleton you see me operating on I 
have imported from France. Yga will 
notice the high polish on the bones, due to 
a method of preparation practiced only by 
the French. They clean the bones by a 
process of maceration with muriatic acid, 
the whole operation requiring two or three 


months’ time, while in this country the 
bones are hastily and careleasly boiled and 
come out rough and dirty. In all my 


twenty years’ service I have never come 
across a Chinese skeleton. This it due to 
the fact that a Chinaman believes he will 
not reach heaven unless his bones rest in 
the Flowery Kingdom. 

‘‘'The different prices of skeletons are 
based upon their degrees of hardness and 
whiteness, upon the development of the 
bones, and the amount or absence of fat in 
their extremities, For this reason the 
French article is decidedly of more value 
than the American or German. Up to this 
year over 2,600 skeletons have been import- 
ed into this country, but they have become 
scarce of late for some reason, and to supply 
the demand I find it necessary to manufac- 
ture them of paper. Of course I have a 
stock of them in my bedroom, but I would 
not part with any of these. Mon dieu! I 
have come to look upon them as dear friends 
and companions. Here you see my artificial 
skeletons made of paper mache, with arti- 
ficial teeth, and the a, covered —_* 
white polish which gives the appenteees o 
the Sonatas article. I can make three of 
these each week, and they bring from $10 to 
$15, while the imported genuine article costa 
from $30 to $35, and the domestic $20. Bat 
then the imitations are bought only by secret 
societies. 

‘Yes, I have grown old in the business 
and love it. I have articulated and handled 
over 5,000 skeletona in my time.”

Some fifty miles from St. Petersburg, 
upon the Lake of Ladoga, there is a small | 


State, worse than the French Baastile, worse 
than the fortrees of St. Peter and St. Paul 
with its Troubetzkoi and Aleaeevsky rave- | 
lins and its underground cells. ‘The most | 
resolute of the revolutionists, men and | 
women, who have taken part in actual con- 
spiracies, whom it is not considered safe to 
keep in the fortress of Peter and Paul, are 
sent there. The absence of any inhabitants, 
except those employed in the service, rend 
ers it possible to isolate the prisoners to a 
degree unattainable anywhere else, No 
one is allowed to land upon the island ; 
sentinels have orders to shoot any one who 
approaches. If the near relatives of a pri- 
soner inquire concerning him at the Police 
Department, in St. Petersburg, they are 
sometimes told ‘‘alive” or ‘*dead”; some- 
times no answer is given. The soldiers and 
guards are themselves prisoners, who mingle 
only with each other, and are carefully 
watched on the rare occasions when the 
are allowed to make a visit to the mainland. 
It was possible to establish secret communi- 
cations with even the most jealously guard- 
ed ravelins of the St. Petersburg fortress. 
But the fortress of Schlusselburg remained 
dumb, like the grave it is. Though some of 
the best known men of the revolution party, 
in whom the greatest interest was felt 
among the whole body of revolutionists, 
were kept there, we rarely could even tell 
whether they were alive or dead. A few 
months ago, however, our friends in Russia 
received some news from this place of end- 
less misery. It it very brief, only such as 
can be conveyed upon a bit of paper sinug- 

led with the greatest danger through some 
riendly hand. It merely tells which of the 
eg eentg are dead and which are still alive, 

ut even this summary is eloguent enough. 
We learn from it that out | the fifty-two 
prisonera sent there in the course of the last 
eight years, twenty, or about 40 per cent. 
are already dead. Several of those who 
survive shovld be added to the list of the 
dead, They are insane, and have lost what 
is as precious, if not more precious, to a 
man than life.

Here and There. 

Much has been said during the last few 
months about the Chinese attacks upon 
Christian missionaries and the distress and 
suffering caused by them. Stories of mis- 
sion buillings torn down and men and 
women abused, and, in one or two cases, 
seriously injured or killed, have been pub- 
lished, and considerable apprehension has 
been felt for the safety of all foreign resi- 
dents in China. It all served to empha- 
size the barbarism of the Celestial Empire, 
and doubtless, in a measure, tended to in- 
crease the interest felt by all members of 
Christian churches in missionary work 
among the Chinese. We have no wish in 
the least to reflect upon that interest and 
feeling, but only to call attention to heath- 
enism in the United States that is more 
disgraceful to the civilization of the cen- 
tury than all the riots which have dis- 
turbed pagan China. For the past two 
weeks a violent anti-Chinese crusade has 
been carried on at Missoula, Mont. Harm 
less and peaceable celestials whose chief 
offense has been their willingness to work 
and who had come to America before the 
passage of tie anti-Chinese law for that | 

urpose and not to proselyte, have been 
favoutted, beaten, tarred and feathered 
aud made to suffer all manner of indig- 
nities by white hoodlums who probably 
possessed not one-half the good qualities of 
the patient and industrious Chinamen. On 
last Sunday, the day of the week that is, 
supposed to be in a measure given up to good 
works in Christian countries, a party of fif- 
teen masked whites raided the ranch of a 

rosperous Chinese gardener, who probably 
Rad never done anything more atrocious than 
sell vegetables for a good price to these hood- 
lums, destroyed his cabin and all its belong- 
ings, beat one inmate shockingly, and tarred | 
and feathered another. Here was an out- 
break of heathenism in a Christian country 
ten times more disgraceful than any in China. 
This was an evidence of Christian love and 
brotherhood that will unfortunately coun- 
teract the work of half a dozen missions and 
mission schools in China. The authorities 
ought to see to it that the perpetrators are 
punished, but if it depends upon State offi- 
cers and State law,they probably will not be. 
They will escape as easily and surely as the 
rioters who pu led down Christian schools | 
in China. Yet the United States is a Chris 
tian land and China is pagan. The two pic- 
tures are enough to make every Christian, 
and every philanthropic lover of his. kind, 
whether white or yellow, hang his head in 
shame.

Stark naked they 
then to the searching room, where 
their mouths, their hair, their toes, their 
armpits, and every portion of their body 
are subjected to an elaborate examination. 
White men would never submit to such a 
process, but the native eustains the inaig. 
nity with cheerful equanimity, considering 
only the high wages which he earns. After 
passing through the searching-room they 
pes, still in a state of nudity, to their 
apartments in the compound, where they 
find blankets in which to wrap themselves 
for the night. During the evening the 
clothes which they have left behind them 
are carefully and minutely searched, and 
are restored to their owners in the morning. 
The utions which are taken a few days 
before the natives leave the compound, their 
engagement heing terminated, to recover 
diamonda which they may haveswallowed,are 
more easily imagined than described. In 
addition to these arrangements, a law of 
exceptional r punishes with great 
severity illicit diamond buying, known in 
the slang of South Africa asl.

A Record-Breaking Season, 


This summer has been unexampled for the 

breaking of records for rapid locomotion on 
land and sea, The Atlantic haa been crossed 
from east to west and from west to east more 
swiftly than ever before, and so haa the 
Pacific from Yokohama to San Francisco, 
English statesmen are still pondering the 
political possibilities latent in a passage of 
twenty days from Japan to London across 
the American continent. The other day the 
little steam yacht the Vamoose developed a 
speed of Hong, Can an hour, and her rival 
wonder, the Norwood, will try to do still 
better. Ona recent Sunday in July the 
Royal Blue Limited, changing engines at 
Philadelphia, made the 226 miles from Wash- 
lgton to New York, with the usualallow- 
ance for stops, in 260 minutes, at the rate, 
on an average, of 51.9 miles an hour. One 
mile was made on this trip in 44 seconds, 
and two successive miles in 45 seconds each. 
As the fastest train in England, the Flying 
Scotchman, runs from London to Edinburgh, 
400 miles, with a similar time allowance , 
stops, in eight hours and a half, or at the 
rate of 51.6 miles an hour, this fast trip of 
the Limited was deemed a record breaker. 
But as the time draws near for the World’s 
Fair at —— the rivalry between the 
great rail companies grows more in- 
tense, and the other day the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company made a great effort 
which was @ supreme success. A special 
trainwasrun from New York to East 
Buffalo, and made the 4364 miles in 
minutes, including stops. So great a nasal 
for such a distance is believed to be un- 
ualled. 
If this rivalry continues and stimulates 
invention, as is to be the jounsy 
from Europe to Chicago will be one of the 
greatest marvels of the century to visitors 
to the great Exhibition.

Inn 
and saloon keepers, as well as retail traders, 
are forbidden to furnish liquor to poosie 
who have been convicted of common drunk- 
enness within three years, also to all intox- 
icated persons, They cannot expel « drunk. 
en man from their premises ex by send- 
ing him to his home or to a ce station, 
Common drunkards and people who by their 
addiction to liquor mgr, public wel- 
fare or neglect their fam can be placed 
under egal p, in which case they 
shall be Jy equal to aminor.. Though the 
pill is an improvement on existing German 
legislation it will be seen to lack the strin- 
gency of the Ontario liquor laws. The pro- 
visions touching the sale of liquor to persons 
convicted of drunkenness within three years, 
of expelling drunken men from inns and 
saloons, and of placing a common drunkard 
under ~~ guardianship are peculiar to the 
Kaiser's bill and might with certain modifi- 
cations be advantageously incorporated into 
our own laws, It without saying that 
many will watch with interest: this effort at 
temperance reform in the Fatherland.

Charlies Jamrach and His Wild Beasts and 
Curtosities. 


Charles Jamrach, whose death was re- 
cently announced from London, was hardly 
less generally known in the worla of show- 
men than Barnum himself. He had collect- 
ed in his London shop for nearly fifty years, 
wild birds and beasts from all parts of the 
globe, and had distributed them among the 
zoological gardens and travelling mena- 
geries of every civilized country. His 

lace of business in Ratcliff highway, East 
ndon, was the Mecca of sailors from the 
South Seas, who found there ready sale for 
any curious fowl, reptile, or savage brute 
that he, had taken in the tropics. 


or an elephant, a monkey ora tiger, a parrot 
ora Sauter, was alike welcome at his door. 
He would buy a polar bear as readily as he 
would a spring chicken, for he was wealthy, 
always had a la supply of money at band, 
and had euch widesp relations with the 
animal dealers of the world that he was sure 
in due time to find a_ market for every rare 
specimen, He had, moreover, establish- 
ments in Antwerp and Hamburg, and to 
keep all three places well stocked he was 
obliged to buy freely. 

The power of Jamrach in the captive animal 
world was well illastrated in 1865, when Bar- 
num’s menagerie was destroyed. He received 


mals, and inaremarkably short period had 
landed in London by his numerous agents the 
collection of wild beasts which Barnum sub- 
sequently exhibited in the “ biggest show on 
earth.” 

As befitted a mannamed Jamrach in an Eee 
lish city, the curious old man of Ratcliff high- 
way was something of a universal genius. 
Late in his life he did not confine himself w 
collecting animals, but opened his shop to all 
sorts of curios. Porcelain from China, carv- 

‘ings from Japan, weapons from the South 
, Seas, cloths from Asia Minor, and ornaments 
from the dark continent, were gathered by 
him with careful choice, yet in large quan- 
tities. Anybody in London who wished 
something odd went to Jamrach’s and few 
persons left the shop empty handed. 

Despite its many attractions for the curious 

‘itis remarkable that wealth and fashion 
found its ‘way to Jamrach’s place, for the 
shop was not free from dangers and was in a 
disreputable neighborhood. The wild beasts 
of jungle and plain were in only temporary 
cages and had not yet been broken by con- 
finemeat, Accidents were frequent, and 
Jamrach, who never felt fear, had many 
life-and-death combats in his dingy place. 
Once a leopara burst its bars while some 
twenty children stood before the . Jam- 
rach sprang forward with a switch in his 
hand, and by alittle whipping and pay 
audocity drove the beast back to its place. 
Jamrach had the German’s knack of liv- 
ing at peace with quarrelsome and abandon- 
ed:neighbors, yet the site of his establish- 
ment was in a sink of a great city’s iniquity. 
Scandinavian, Slav, German, Portuguese, 
Arabian, Chinese, and Jap were his visitors, 
agents, and neighbors. Tho surrounding 
shops bear signs for all wares and in all 
languages. Here is ‘‘ Posada os Manilos y 
Chinos,” there a ‘‘ Danske Skomager,” and 
near by @ studio whereanchors, birds of para- 
dise, ships, and women’s heads are tattooed 
on sailors’ arms at the lowest market rates.

A Tourist and His Guide Hit by an 


Avalanohe. 


Knecked Into a Crevasse Which Their 
femradces Narrewty Eseeaped—Their 
Bedics Recovered 0 Feet Belew. 

Disasters on Mont Blanc are not frequent, 
but this year it has shared in the tragedies 
which have been, unfortunately, rather ou- 
merous in the Alps within the past two or 
three years, On Ang. 21 last an accident 
occurred not a great way from the summit 
of the mountain which cost two men their 
lives and involved al party in iniminent 
peril. Two parties, each consisting of one 
traveller and two a, and one of them 
having a porter » were attempting to 
make the summit from the Grands-Malets 
by the Grand Plateau, a route which 


is free from danger in good weather, 
but is not the way most frequently 
taken. Both parties slept at the 


Grands-Mulets on Wednesday night, Ang. 
19, during which it- blew so hari thas it wa 
doubtful if the expedition conld go on. The 
gale moderated toward morning, and they 
advanced independently, but both reached 
the hut erected last year by Mr. Ballot, on 
the rocks of the Bosses du Dromadaire, 
which is about an hour and a half below the 
top of Mont Blanc, 

Che weather became worse again, and on 
Thursday the travellers waited all day in 
the hope that it would improve sufficiently 
to permit an attack on the final peak. On 
Friday morning, however, it was decided 
that the ascent must be abandoned, and the 
tourists made ap their minds to descend 
without further delay. Four workmen, 
engaged in the task of discovering a suitable 
place on which to erect the proposed ob- 
servatory which Mr. Jansen desirca to es- 
tablizh on the summit also occupied the hut, 
and \s the weather preventea them from 
working they desired to go: down to 
Chamounix, and obtained leave to join the 
party. The eleven persons were roped to- 
gether for greater aa in the high wind 

¢ Petit Plateau,

Here they were struck by an avalanche 
from the Doine du Gouter, The last two 
members of the party were Mr. Hermann 
Rothe, a German, and Michel Simond, his 
guide.

His hands 
still grasped the fatal rope, whose loose coils 
were wound around bis riat exactly as they 
had been at. the moment of the catastrophe, 
showing that death must have been instan- 
taneous, Both bodies were borne to the house 
of Simond’s young widow at Chamounix, 

The persons engaged in this unfortunate 
expedition did not commit any imprudence, 
except perhaps in roping so large » party as 
eleven together. Two parties, one of five 
and the other of six, would probably have 
been a better arrangement. The past season 
has been more or less unfavorablefor climbers 
in the Alps. There has been a deal of 
bad weather, and the penalty of going on in 
the teeth of really weather is always 
severe, and may take the form of a terrible 
disaster. It is on such an occasion that the 
difference between goodand bad guides is 
conspicuous. A good guide will pay no 
attention to the eagerness of his employer 
togo beyond the point where a retreat is 
still possible.

CAPTERED BY THE INDIANS, 


A Lecky Earape. 


Daring the Indian troublea which follow. 
ed the of the civil war, I was attached 
to various Western forte Camps as scout 


and rider, and in that capaci.y had 
my full share of adventures. It was my for- 
tune or misfortune almost at the outset of 
my career to strike the Sioux a blow which 
made them forever after hungry for my life.

This was in 1866, while toey were oa 
ing 


tending to be at peace, but actually kil 
every white man who was found outside the 
forts. Twas then at Fort voor yeh ae 
while ing a despatch to asina yo 
tmeegh taelian’ on The Saline Fork of the 
Kansas River, I encountered « msl! Band 
of Indians, This was about 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon. I saw them emerge from a 
dey ravine and head to cut me off, and at 
enee halted and dismounted. 1 was then 
on the crett of a ridge, and close to a natural 
sink which would make a good riflepit. It 
was big enough to shelter my horse as well, 
and I-was all ready for the redskins before 
—, I had taken the alarm. 
hile not in wer-paint they showed art 

other sign of hostility, and I knew that if 
fell into their my scalp would change 
owners within five minutes. There wasn't 
a Winchester rifle among the Indians at 
Usat time and not one in ten had seen one. I 
dead one, winle the nine redekins before me 
had old-fashioned muzzle-loading rifles, and 
Ibelieved I could surprise them. They were 
led by a sub-chief named Little Feather and 

the nine were two others named 
White Water and Running Bear. These 
three sub-chiefs were warriors of renown and 

ere then on their way toattend a council 


‘war. . 
~ Tt ‘was Little Feather who summoned me 
to surrender on pain of being burned at the 
and he waa the one who directed 
‘when I shouted my refusal. The nine 
read ont, mounted on their ponies, until 
haltencircled my refuge, then, at a 
signal they came moreies up the slope, each 
one yelling — to eplit his throat. Lying 
on my face, with « dead rest for my rifle, 
tum Little Feather and White Water 
out of their saddles, and that stopped the 
charge. As they checke] up I d Run- 
ning Bear, and before they got out of range 
I wounded one of the warriors. The itying 
gallepped off, and 1 carried two ponies an 
all the accoutrements of the dead chicfs 
: into the fort. In a work entitled

(MONG SAM MEST GO TO CHINA, 


The President Declines to Comply with the 
Request of the Rritish Minister. 


The case of Chong Sam, a Chinaman who 
entered the United States from Canada and 
who was ordered deported to China, has 
been finally disposed of. Sir Julian Paun- 
cefote, the.British Minister, interested him- 
self in the case on the ground that the man 
had a domiciliary residence in Canada and 
should therefore be allowed to return 
to Canada, and in order to = ac- 
complish that puspose he urged that the 
President grant a pardon to the Chinaman. 
The President wrotg to the Secretary of 
State under date of Sept. 29 as follows : 

_ *T have had under consideration the case 
of Chong Sam, a Chinese subject who crossed 
from the Dominion of Canada to the United 
States, and was arrested at Port Huron for 
a violation of our Exclusion act, and in 
whose behalf Sir Julian Panncefote, her 
Majesty's Minister to this capital, has made 
some representations and the request that 
this man shonld be returned to Canada, 


You will please say to Sir Julian 
that if this were a single case it 
would give this Government great 


pleasure to s‘iow its consideration by com- 
plying with his request; but there is 
involved in this case, in my opinion, the 
whole question of the success and enforce- 
ment of our exclusion acts. If Chinamen 
can land in Canada and suffer no other 

malty for crossing our line than that of 

ing returned to Canada, whence they 
may again repeat their attempt to enter 
our territory, our law becomes practically a 
dead letter. I have, therefore, directed 
the Secrotary of the Treasury to send this 
man back to China. It is probable that 
the question of whether it is right under 
our law can be decided by an application 
for a writ of habeas corpus in behalf of this 
man,” 

Instructions bave to-day been sent to the 
Collector of Customs at Port Huton in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing,-and the Col- 
lector has been directed to request the 
Marshal to deliver the prisoner into the 
custody of the Collector of Customs at San 
Francisco, if habeas — proceedings 
are not promptly instituted. 

A later despatch from Buffalo says that 
Judge Coxe of the United States District 
Court has decided that the four Chinamen 
recently arrested in violation of the Excly- 
sion law shoukd be sent back to Canada as 
the country whence they came, and not to 
China. This reversed the previous decision 
of the United States Commissioner, who 
had ordered them sent back to China.

The reference last week to truancy 
and the new laws enacted to abate it, 
left untouched many things in our 
Atatute Book and out of it to which we 
propose from time to time to refer 
undor the caption of this article.

medical health officer, or legally quali- 
fied medical practitioner, that infection

the sick person, house, clothing and 
other effects have been disinfected to

Sirange Phenomena Witnessed in 


Ganges Delia, 


Among the strangest phenomena are the 
explosive noises that have becn hoard for 
years over half the large area of the Ganges 
delta, and that have nct yet been assigned 
to any satisfactory cause. ‘The uoises, for 
the lack of a better name, have lony been 
known as the Barisal guns, so called from 
Barisal, the chief town of the district, to 
which they are most confined. 

The startling sounds were the subject of 
@ long discussion at a recent meeting of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal, but the learned 
members are no nearer a solution of the 
mystery now than when it was first discuss- 
ed and written about, ninetcen years ago. 

The sounds resemble the explosion of 
bombs or the thunder of heavy guns. They 
oceur atquite regular intervals, but most 
frequently in the rainy season, and their 
usual accompaniment is a southerly wind. 
They are heard along one hundred miles of 
the coast and up the many branches of the 
delta from fifty to one hundred milesinland, 
and due north as far as the Garro Hille, 
about 150 miles from the coast. The low- 
lying, swampy coast region for fifty miles 
inland is thinly inhabited, and strange as it 
may appear, no one cver scems to be at or 
near the place where the noises originate. 

The meeting of the Asiatic Society was 
prolitic of theories as to the cause of this 
 dagard mer but no theory was supported 

*y evidence entitling it to much weight, 
The nofes are variously assigned to atmos- 
pheric electricity, to subterranean or sub- 
aqueous agencies, to the bursting of bam- 
boos—-which last, however, produces a noise 
more like the crack of hailey than the 

m of artillery—and also to the breaking 
of the tremendous surt rollers along the 
northern shore of the Bay at Bengal, the 
sound of which, it is urged, is borne far in- 
land along the river channels.

In Morocco all tho officials are either un- 
paid or receive mere nominal salaries, and 
when a man assumes the position of a public 
employe he, in nearly every case paysa smart 
ders to some higher official, to the Sultan's 

linisters, or to the Sultan himself, as a 
bribe to get the appointment, it becomes, 
therefore, an understood thing that the man 
is to recoup himself as best he can from 
every other native under his jurisdiction, 
Thus,.when fines are levied by the Pasha 
the amount goes to his private account. 
Men are continually arrested and consigned 
to prison on false‘and fictitious charges, on 
some ex parte statement made by an enemy, 
or, when the victim is suspected of having 
money, on the Pasha’s simple mandate. 
Whether rich or poor, innocent or ilty, 
one thing is certain: the man arrested is not 
set at likerty until he resigns a portion of 
his wealth; and this, as in the former case, 
goca to the Pasha’s private account, No 
regular record is kept of the persons in 
prison, of the time they have remained in 
durance, or of the crimes with which the 
arécharged. Ifthey caunot muster guffici- 
ent money to pay the officials, the wretched 
prisoners remain often for years untried, 
and ignorant of their accuser, or of the 
accusation brought against them. 

I know one case of a man who was an in- 
mate of the Tangier prison for seven years 
—he never knew for what reason, dnd he 
was never tried, but was at length released, 
owing to the intercession of the late English 
Minis<er, Sir John Drummond Hay, -An- 
other case came to my knowledge a few 
years agoof an unhappy creature who, as 
Iam informed, had n simply arrested 
one day, and, although charged with no 
crime, had remained in Moorish captivity 
for seventeen years. One Govetnor. after 
another had exercised his functions durin | 
that long period; all record of the man had | 
disappeared, and the’ Governor acting- at 
the time I heard of the case admitted he did 
not know what accusation was brought 
against the man or even if he had been 
accused of anything. A French official at 
Rabat, where the man was confined, had 
been, from motives of humanity, endeavoring 
to effect the prisoner's release but so far 
withont success; the Moorish magistrate 
declined the respoysibility of setting one 
free who had been so long in prison, and 
quite possibly he is there still.

A traveling mountain is found at the Cas- 
cades of the Columbia, Itisa triple-peaked 
mass of dark brown basalt, six or eight 
miles in length where it fronts the river, 
and rises toa height of almost 2,000 feet 
above the water. That it is in motion is the 
last thought which would be likely to sig. 
gest itself to the mind of any one passing it, 
yet it is a well-established. fact that thie 
entire mountain is moving-slowly but stead. 
ily down to the river, as if it had a deliber 
ate purpose some time in the future to dana 
the Columbia and form a great lake from 
the Cascades to the Dalles. The Indian 
traditions indicate immense movementa of 
the mountains in that region long before 
white men came to Oregon, and the early, 
settlers—immigrants many of them frot 
New England—gave the above described 
mountainous ridge the name of traveling” 
or ‘sliding mountain.” 

In its forward and downward movement 


| the forests along the base ef the ridge have 


become submerged in the river. 
stumps can be seen standin 
water on this shore. ‘The railway engineers 
and the brakemen find that the line of the 
railway which skirts the foot of the moun- 
tain is being continually forced ont of place.

RUMI STARTING POR. 


An Engtichman Sends Very Mich! Colerea 
Picteres of the Famine. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph senda o long and harrowing 
account of the condition of the people in the 
famine districts of Russia, Though the 
distress is undoubtedly intense, the pictures 
given by the correspondent are thouent to be 
overdrawn, In fact{his letter is-filled with 
glaring errors, and his displays of ignorance 
are many. 

He states that whole towns containing 
30,000 to 50,000 people are petitioning the 
Government to allow them to migrate to 
China orelsewhere. He also asserts that 
suicide has become enormoualy rife since 
the famine sct in. Unfortunately Russian 
papers are entirely devoid of newsabout the 
famine. The intensity of the distress,how- 
ever, may be judged from the fact that in 
many places the elementary schools have 
heen closed on account of lack of funds, A 
circular has been issued by the Minister of 
the Interior, which enumerates thirteen 
governments in which the people are com- 
pletely famine stricken and eight in whieh | 
a partial famine prevails. 

CONDITION OF THE PEASANTS. 


The correspondent says: ‘* Dispatches 
from theinterior are most alarming. The 
August froata destroyed the barley crop, the 
staple food in Archangel. In the extreme 
North the crops have heen destroyed by 
rains. Straw from thatched roofs is utilized 
for fodder. Cattle are dyi by wholesaie 
on the roadsides.

VILE KINDS OF FOOD, 
‘*What little food itis possib'e for the 
pees to obtain is of the vilest description, 
utso sharp are the pangs of hunger that 
they gladly eat what at other times they 
aroun not touch. In many cases their only 
food is the sweepings and refuse from the 
flour mills. In Saratoff the landowners 
found this refuse so injurious to their cattle 
that they would notfeed itto them. But, 
thongh it was not fit for cattle to eat, the 
landowners made bread of it and sold it to 
the peasants.. Bread made of finely chopped 
straw and bran mixed witha very small 
quantity of rye is considered a godsend. 

In many villages the peasants have nailed 
up their huts and left their communes to 
scour the country in search of work. Hun- 
dreds of them have failed in their search and 
are begging along theroadsides. In numer- 
ous cases the seed corn which was furnished 
the peasants by the Government has been 
eaten inatead of planted, andthe land is 
lying fallow. Notwithstanding these terri- 
ble conditions, taxes continue te be extorted 
from the starving people. Everything is 
taken from them to satisfy the tax-gatherers 
Where tho peasants display any unwilling- 
ness to pay the collecters resort to force to 
extort the money. The knout is extensive- 
ly used by the officers of the Tax Collecting 
Department of Russia.” 

** The peasancs boards have sent petitions 
to the ministry praying that the taxes and 
arrears of taxes may be wiped out. The 
petitioners declare that the Government 
will be obliged to maintain the impoverished 
_— for fourteen months, and that it will 

be utterly impossible for them to pay the 
taxes.” 


A MORE CAREFUL STATEMENT, 


A St. Petersburg dispatch says that while 
exaggerate] reports of the famine in certain 
provinces of Kussia have been given cur- 
rency, thestffering is undoubtedlyappalling. 
It is not true, however, that stanving pea- 
sants are subjected to the knout for non- 
payment of taxes, or that there is any dan- 
ger of revolution. In fact, in the provinces 
chiefly atilicted the people are without either 
the physical strength or the weapons to 
attempt revolution, even if they had any 
capable leaders. It is true that bands of 
desperate men rove about the country con. 
mitting acts of brigandage, but they scatter 
at the first sight of the troops, or even of 
the police. 

The large majority of the famine stricken 
yield to blank dispair and the authorities 
would not be displeased so see them show 
some of the energy that a disposition to re- 
volt would indicate. It is calculated that 
the empire will lose, ig to the famine, 
from twelve to fourteen millions of rubles in 
taxesin the Volga provinces alone. The 
famine in other regions is scattcred in spote 
and an estimate of the loss is more difficult,

It is not likely that those advocates of 
temperance who argue that the use of wines 
and maltliquors tends to lessen the con- 
sumption of distilled liquors will cite the 
experience of Germany in support of their 
contention. Recent statistics show that 
while the consumption of the lighter liquors 
hag steadily advanced, the use of the more 
fiery beverages has also increased at an 
ingrate. Withineight years the cases 
of chronic alcoholism and delirium tremens 
treated in public institutions in Germany 
increased from 4,272 to 10,560, the latter 
figare including 673 women.

A singular defence of the expulsion of the 
Jews by the Russian Government been 
published in Englaod and is said to be at-

tions of the law.” Jews entitled to live in 
the cities havo, by forged — gaived a 
settlement in the central provinces from 
which they are excluded. ‘‘ Numbers ot 
mechanics have forsaken their ar 
tion and have teken to .

they were allowed to settle.” Others bave 
left the town to whieh they 
and others have bailt heuses, which is for- 
bidden by law. Then when the law is eu- 
forced there is a great ontery, ** but ever 
Jew so expelled courted his own fate.” This 
argument is ingenuous if not ingenius, bat 
it fails wholly to reach much less excuse the 
evils that have excited the indignation of 
the civilized world. The press of this con- 
tinent or of Europe has never defended the 
infraction of law. But it is the harsh laws | 
which Russia has framed againat the Jews 
that are so barbarous and cruel. To limit 
within narrow bounds a man’s home, simply 
on account of his race—a race that re 
country—that is despotic and cruel. ; 
forbid men from changing their occupation, 
or from adopting any honest occupation, 
that is a crime against liberty. To ibit 
to an honorable person and a citizen the 
purchase of houses or other legitimate pro- 
rty, that is tyrannical. these laws 
urthermore tend to incite the vety evils 
they would cure, to promote vice and incite 
disloyalty. It is on account of this anti- 
Jewish code that Russia is condemned, and 
justly. If a law is cruel and subversive 
of liberty, it is no excuse to the Government 
which punishes violation of such a law that 
the one panished knew what he was doing.

SUICIDE NOT ALWAYS EASY. 
The Cartons Case of M, Awguate Talloir of 
Paris ‘ 


In the last days of August, a man named 
Auguste Talloir, living in the Roe St. Jnec- 
a. Paris, lost hia wife, to whom he waa 

evotedly attached. Although he was only 
38 years old, a t despair aad disgust 
with life laid hold of him. He decided that 
he had had enough of livirg and that it was 
— time for him. to put an end to it. 

Sut itqpoms that this thing of dying is 
not so easy as one might think. For in the 
course of his endeavors to put himself out of 
the world, Mr. Talloir established a record 
for futile attempts at suicide which will not 
seon be broken. After casting abeut for 
the best method both as to certainty and 
painlessness, Mr. Talloir decided upon 
strangulation. He got him o stout ro 
hied him to his apartment, and proceeded 
to hang himself. Fer a mement everything 
went well, and the things of this world fad- 
ed from his view. But just a mement too 
soon the rope broke. r. Tallior fell to the 
fleor with a bang, end was resuscitated by 
his neighbor of the next apartment. Mr. 
Talloir was profusc in apologies audregrets, 
aad his ncighbor left him, feeling sure that 
tho suicide would try no mere. 

But the next day Mr. Talloir was at i 
again. He bad lost cenfideace in strangu 
lation. He determined to fall back on that 
ald and well-established Parisian method, 
asphyxiation. He bought seme charceal, 
shut every door and window of his spart- 
ment, se} the obarcoal aburning, and lay 
dewn upon the bed where his wife had died. 
He had sunk into a salamber which might 
have had no wakening, when the same 
neighbor, who had aa uupleesantly alert 
nose, smelled out the fumes, broke in the 
deor, and once more brought Mr, ‘Palloir 
to this evil werld. 


Mr. Talloir thanked his neighbor even |. 


tore prefusely than before. It is not known 
by what means he persuaded this neighbor 
that he was sincere, but after staying with 
him twenty-four heurs the neighbor left him 
in a cheerful and hopeful frame of mind. 
But this jollity was mere deceit, for Mr. 
Talleir only waited twenty-four hours betore 
aticking o knife into himself twice. He lost 
cousciousness and fell from the lounge where 
he was lying, to the floor. The neighbor, 
whose cars were strained to that sort of 
noises, was instantly in the apartment. Mr. 
Talloir was covered with blood, which was 
flowing from two wounds in the region of 
the heart. An ambulance was called and 
Mr. Talloir was seon in the hospital. 

The wounds turned out not fatal, and in 
something like a week troublesome Mr, 
Talloir was back in his old apartment, a 
trifle pale and a good deal thinner, but just 
as much alive as though he had not reacived 
to die. 

Two days afterward his neighbor was 
much incensed to hear groans as of one in 
intesse prin coming from Mr. Talloir’s di- 
rection. He rushed in, and Mr. Talloir 
explained that he had just taken a dose of 
phosphorous, which was making him groan 
in spite of his desire todie quielly, The 
neighbor had in a doctor at once, and once 
more Mr. Tallior came around. He had 
suffered so intensely, and was so evidently 
disgusted with the refusal of death to-have 
him at any cost that everybody felt that it 
was safe to leave him alone. 

It took him a fewdays to get strength to 
leave his bed,-and then he spent a few days 
in gaining strength towalk. On Sept.24 he 
went out and beught a compound of chloro- 
form and bichloride of mercury. He locked 
himself in his apartment and, stretching 
himself out, took this last and final road to 
death. 

They found him the next morning dead 
with an expression of great content upon his 
face. He had bafiled his neighbor and had 
forced himself upon unwillingdeath. It is 
rarely thata person rescued from a first 
attempt at suicide, isnot well content to 
await the action of matural causes. This man 
who wasa person of education and intelli- 
gence, seemed to have been perfectly sane. He 
evidently had the genuine fixed determina- 
tion to deny the will to live.

Mew Long a Persen Can Remain Under 
\ Water, 


The length of time a person can remain 
under water depends upon how the feat is 
accomplished whether as a swimmer, or as a 
professional diver. In the first way 4 
minutes 50 seconds ia the longest period any 
swimmer has succeeded in remaining under 
water. This was accomplished by the cele- 
brated swimmer, J. B, Johnston, at Black- 

l, on the day succeeding the August 

k Holiday of 1882. Johnson has fre- 
quently, at various places in this country 
andin the United States, remained under 
water for over four minutes. Mr. T. Fin- 
ney, & “‘champion swimmer” of Oldham, 
stayed under water in a tank, at the Can- 
terbury Music’ Hall, 4 min utes 204 seconds 
im 1883. The longest case recorded, with 
any claim to authenticity, of a person sur- 
viving after being a long time under water, 
is one in which a woman is stated to have 
recovered after a submersion of 20 minutes, 
In the records of the Royal Humane Soci- 
ety only two cases of recovery after 5 min- 
utes’ submersion are recorded, A boy re- 
covered after a submersion of from 5 to 10 
minntes. Another is reported of a girl, 
aged two years, after ten minutes’ sub- 
mersion.. These facts lead to the conclusion 
| that im drowning, life is very rapidly de- 
stroyed, that the time within which a person 
may be resuscitated is subject to variation, 
bat that after 5 minutes’ complete submer- 
sion, there can be little hope of recovery.

We have hada health inspector in 
the village this year, and the most ex- 
cellent ono wo ever had. At least ho 
has been more grumbled at, and that is 
a sign that ho has been doing his duty ; 
but there is still much required before 
our municipslity can show a clean bill 
of health, and it is.to be hoped that our 
efforts will not relax so long as any 
preventable diseaso is found ‘among us. 

When a village council or a village 
people act out to make their abode a’ 


healthy one, the things they will natur- | 


wily louk at first are dratnage, water 
supply, and the sanitary conveniences 
of private and public buildings. Where 
Ahe water supply is good and abundant 
the drainage can generally be made sat- 
isfactory at emall expense. What this 
village seems thost to need is that any- 
thing undertaken in this line should be 
part of a well cousidered plan that 
when carried thvroughly out will sup- 
ply us with a complete and efficient 
system of sewerage. 

This must occupy our attention be- 
fore niany years elapse, but just now it, 
is more pressing upon us to see that the 
privy pits and cesspools which are al- 
ready poisoning our wells are eliminat- 
ed withall possible speed and replaced 
by dry earth ciosets.

When the lodge was finished it 
resembied, in shape, a hemispheroid about 
five feetin diameter at the bettom and four 
feet high. By this time ten strong, senery 
and robust Indians had assembled, Among 
the participants were several medicine men 
having more than local reputations, It was 
not long before they had shed their cloth- 
ing and began to enter the lodge. The first 
one who entered addressed cael one of the 
rest as brother, uncle, cousin, brother-in- 
law, ctc., and all followed the example be- 
fore entering the lodge. As each one was 
addressed he responded “* Ho.” ‘This word 
is supposed by many to be a contraction of 
“How do you do?” but from its many and 
peculiar meanings it undoubtedly belongs to 
their vernacular language. It was impessi- 
ble to discover the object of these prelimin- 
aries, 


When the last one had entered the lodge 
they filled their pipes. pag bore again ad- 
dressed each one of the rest by some appel- 
lation of relationship before smoking. In 
this way the pipe was handed around in the 
most solemn manner, Anyone witnessing a 
scene of this kind must realize that the wor- 
shipping of Re s is more than a mere idle 
pastime. When they are endeavouring 
to réconcile their gods the ceremony is per- 
formed with solemnity and every ontward 
appearance of reverence. It must have been 
with the utmost reluctance that the hearts 
that had been regenerated abjuréd the faith 
which they had been taught in infancy, 
cherished by them during youth and man- 
hood and become immutable ere they reach- 
ed oldage. 


‘The litle Indian bey whe attended to the 
various wants of the worshippers, was now 
engaged in carrying the stones to the ledge, 
where they were reccived by oneofthe Indians 
and placed in the centre cf the circle form- 
ed by the worshipers. They were very 
particular thattheir god shenld not be 
desecrated by pieces of charcoal, which were 
carefully removed. So particalar are they 
that once the entire pile was torn down to 
geta piece which had fallem among the 
stones. Why they should be so particular 
about this is ratherstrange, as wood or any- 
thing about which they may dream is wor- 
shipped by them while they are in the lodge. 
They believe it is the spimt of that object 
that comes to them while their minds are 
free from the cares of this world, to heal 
their afflictions, and is ever afterward con- 
sidered sacred. 

‘he stones had been placed inthe lodge 
in the shape ofa frustaum ofa cone. The 
boy was then told to get some kianiknik, a 
mixture of tobacco and red willow bark, 
smoked by the Sioux Indians. This was 
thrown upon the fire to take away the mys 
tieal properties of the remaining stones, 
whieh were too smallto be carried on the 
hay fork used in transporting the larger 
ones. The boy handed them fe hollowed 
sticks which had been prepared for the oc- 
casion. These were small willow branches 
painted brilliant colors, Each stick had a 
small bag made of calico tied to the end, 
These bags contained a mixture of human 
skin and kinniknik. The skinis usually cut 
from the arms or shouklers, and this consti- 
iutes the sacrifice. After the sticks have 
been consecrated they are placed on the hill 
to pacify the evil spirits that come and cause 
all tronble and affliction. Fars, food and 
many other things which make man more 
conciliatory are often put on the ground 
among the sticks. 


A pail of water was then put into the 
lodge and the entrance closed. It appeared 
impervious to the gentle breeze, but occa- 
sionally one of the wershipers would call 
to the boy to throwsomething over a certain 
lace. At last they seemed prepared co en- 
joy their situation, After every man had 
again repeated the custom of addressing 
each one of the rest asa relative, they began 
their prayers, which were inters with 
thrilling experiences and irbreadth 
csca As the Christians prayer is char- 
acterized by supplications for spiritual 
blessings, just so is their prayer character- 
ized by intreaties for temporal aid. From 
time to time’a small quantity of water was 
potred on the red-hot stones. The steam 
arising made them more enthusiastic. The

The scene they presented as 
they cronched their nude forms in a had- 
dle was so horrible that some of the young 
Indians who were playing near the lodge, 
ran away in fright, Although they looked 
weakened by the torture they had borne, 
they professed to be stronger and more in- 
dustrious. This they verified by going toa 
field, where tiey worked as men do who 
had determined to try again with renewed 
viger and determination. Now they are 
perfectly contented, and look forward to 
the time when they expect their prayers to 
be answered; one expecting a new red 
wagon, another a pony, one trusting his 
seed potatoes will not be flavored with 
kerosene, another hoping he will receive 
onion sets in lieu of seed ete.
